None of these is a cancer, 
but in all cases the condition should 
be carefully examined in order to dis- 
cover whether or not there is any in- 
duration or hardening of the margin 
of such lesions. <Any. sign of this 
nature calls for a microscopical ex- 
amination of the hardened tissue. 
Alternating diarrhoea and consti- 
pation, the appearance of blood and 
mucus in the bowel movements, and 
bowel obstruction more.or less com- 
plete, are among the few signs of 
rectal cancer, |. ‘ 
One should always be suspicious in 
attacks of piles or what the laity 
call piles. Bleeding from the lower 
bowel, indeed from any orifice of the 
body demands immediate investiga- 
tion. It will not suffice to assume 
that rectal bleeding is due to haem- 
orrhoids. The actual cause must, in 
the patient’s interest be determined 
without delay. The public is coun- 
seled to be on the lookout for ap-\ 
pearance of the signs mentioned. At 
the earliest appearance of any of 
those signs the person should consult 
his doctor and insist on a thorough 
examination. A cursory look will not 
do. Too much depends upon an ex- 
amination of the kind for it to be 
perfunctory. The patient involved 
either has cancer or he has not. In 
the former case time is the essence 
of the matter. :

Pictures taken with the film were 
shown by Dr. William H. Stewart, 
director of the department of radi- 
ology of Lenox Hill scan New 
York. 

Internal movies are not taken 
directly by X-rays. They are photo- 
graphs of a screen, on which the rays 
cast shadows of a person standing 
between screen and an X-ray tube. 
The new film will pick up these 
shadows fast enough to keep up with 
the ceaseless, automatic movements 
inside an abdomen. 

“The motion picture,” said Dr. 
Stewart, ‘‘can be studied indefinitely 
without danger of excessive exposure 
to X-rays of patient or examiner. It 
provides a means of comparing the 
patient’s condition with previous 
motion picture records, thus demon- 
strating the effects of treatment, or 
natural evolution of disease.”

| POSTAGE STAMP DOGS 


The authorities résponsible for de- 
signing and issuing the world’s post- 
@ge stamps have been rather chary 
about. paying postal tributes to 
“man’s best friend.” 
| It is hard to understand just ey 
80 few stamps honor dogs, for there 
jmust be several thousand postal 
items, all told, portraying a wide 
wariety of animals, birds and fishes. 
Why the dog should be neglected in 
‘favor of other four-footed animals is 
somewhat of a_philatelic mystery. 
Surely he is more deserving of recog: 
nition than the jungle beasts of Afri- 
ca, South America or the’ Malay 
states! \ ; 

“The ‘world’s first Wdhesive postage 
stamp was printed in 1840. It was 
not till forty-seven years later that 
the first “canine stamp” appeared. At 
that time Newfoundland honored the 


.|Newfoundland dog on a_ half-cent 


ytamp, with a reproduction of the 
‘animal’s head from a Landseer paint- 
ing. In 1932 the same country paid 
a similar tribute with a splendid . full- 
flength picture of a Newfoundland 
dog. 

One year later the nearby French 
‘islands of St. Pierre and Miquelon 
took a leaf from their * neighbor’s 
postal experience. They issued*a sét 
of eleven stamps honoring the same 
ycanine breed, So the Newfoundland 
is.easily the most popular of all hits 
age stamp dogs. 

Canada issued a special delivery 
stamp in 1927, to commemorate the 
sixtieth anniversary of the founding 
of the Dominion. This stamp depicts 
jthe various modes of mail transpor- 
tation, including a dog team pulling 
a sled—typical of the work perform- 
ed by dogs in Canada’s isolated 
northern provinces. - 

The only Old World state to hon: 
or the dog is the Saar. That was in 
1926, when the country was still un- 
der. French rule. The stamp, a 40- 
centimes denomination, depicts a

The recent announcement that the national revenues of Canada for the 
first ten months of the current year showed an increase of more than $66,- 
000,000 over the same period & year ago, coupled with-the assertion that 
each months balance sheet brings the possibility of a balanced budget 
nearer is undoubtedly cause for gratification, in Ottawa at least. 

The same announcement also reported a decrease of nearly $12,000,000 
in expenditures for the same period; in other words a net gain to the budget 
of approximately $78 000,000 and when revenues and expenditures were off- 
set one against the other, a surplus of $23,000,000 was shown, which, it 
was stated, may be wiped out by special heavy expenditures for relief and 
the C.N.R. deficit when the fiscal year ends on March 381.

A Proper Principle ; 

From a strictly financial viewpoint, unquestionably a balanced budget 
or, to go a little farther, an excess of income over expenditure is a good 
thing whether it appears in the financial statement of a government unit, a 
private corporation or an individual. The principle has been recognized as 
a proper one for a long time. Charles Dickens, it will be remembered, | 
pointed out the advantage, in terms of, happiness at least, of an excess of 
revenue over experiditure, even if only a minute balance on the right side, 
when he quoted Micawber’s now historic remark on the subject.’ If the 

. principle of making both ends’ meet, or overlap a little, is sound in the case 
of the individual, it-is-equally sound in the administration of corporate 
affairs, private or governmental. 

A surplus of Fevenus over expenditure is usually regarded as a hall 
mark of prosperity: and the showing made by the Federal finances during 
the current fiscal year to date will undoubtedly be considered a symbol of 
financial recovery for the country as a whole. :

_ Two Methods Of Approach 

In governmental administration there are two roads which lead towards | 
the goal of equilibrium between incorhe and outgo. One of these is the 
path of reduced expenditures; the other, and sometimes the-more easy one, |: 
is the broad road of greater revenues. The former is the real test of 
efficiency, so long as it is not carried beyond the point which would cause 
rejection, if the “penny wise, pound foolish” test were applied to it. 

On the other hand governments are wont to congratulate themselves 
when the money tinkles in the cash register in increasing volume on the} 


- ground that it is'a sign of increasing prosperity and prosperity, of course, 


they say, is due to the policies of the administration that happens to be in 


office at the time, which may or may not be true, or which may be only 
true in part. :

Only One Source ; 

It has been pointed out time and again, but the fact is often overlooked, 
that there is only one source of governmental revénue—taxation in some 
form or another. The money must come. out of the pockets of the people 
ultimately, directly or indirectly. If money is flowing more freely into 
governmental coffers it is only because people are paying more taxes than 
before. It may be in the form of an increase in rates or a decrease in 
exemption of direct levies or it may beein the form of increased rates on 
indirect tariffs and charges on goods and services, or it may represent 
merely a larger volume of turnover of goods and services without any in-! 
crease of taxation charges against them, It may be a combination of any 
two or more of these. 

If. analysis, -where analysis is possible, shows that revenues represented 
by indirect taxation on commodittes and services are increasing, due solely | 
to a rising turnover in. volume of business without changes in rate struc- 
ture, then it can only be attributable to increased prosperity. If, on the 
other hand, increased revenues are not the concomitant of increased volume 
of business, but caused solely by increased prices of commodities, again 
without any change in ,rate structures, the figures may be a myth as a 
barometer of prosperity. In fact, they might be an index of the reverse, | 
if it means.that the taxpayers are. contributing more towards the cost of 
government for the same amount of goods and services without a corre- 
sponding increase in the taxpayer’s income to meet the additional charge.

, An Element Of Guess 

Unfortunately for the average taxpayer it is very difficult, if not im-. 
possible, for him to ascertain with any degree of accuracy what he is con- 
tributing: towards the cost of government when it comes to indirect taxa- 
tion. So far as he is concerned it is truly “hidden” taxation. Authorities 
may. quote figures, and they frequently do, in an endeavor to enlighten him, 
but as these authorities invariably differ and their figures are at least par- 
tially based on estimates, the result is usually befuddlement. 

_ Sometimes one is almost. tempted to believe that it would be better 
for the taxpayer if all taxation were confined to the field of direct levies. 
It would certainly make the taxpayer tax-conscious if he knew exactly 
what he is contributing towards the cost of government.

Times-Journal “Recalls When Five 

Mills at Tillsonburg Swept Off in the 

Great Storm of 1882." F 

Tillsonburg is a small Ontario 


town of 3,385 population to-day. It} 


could not have been ‘very large back 
in 1882, *But it had five mills, And 
at that, Tillsonburg was then prob- 
ably -very little different from other 
small towns along the rivers of On- 
tario. The reason for such towns 
was largely because of the mills 
which had sprung up, with a market 
place somewhere not far away. 
There would, of course, be, a flour 
mill and grist mill. No doubt there 
was a cheese factory and a sawmill. 
And a planing mill and wood-work- 
ing factory was a netessity to -sup- 
ply the town and--district with lum- 
ber sawn’ from timber the farmers 
brought in from the bush, which still 
occupied probably half the land. 
Probably, too, there was a small 
furniture factory. A good many On- 
tario towns had their start with such 
mills as these. Some of them have 
held their own. Others have been 
caught in the transportation net and 
have lost, half their population be- 
cause the automobile is carrying 
trade to the larger cities of the prov- 
inces. 

It was the diversity of industry 
which started many of the small 
towns in the early days and kept 
them alive. Living was cheap, wages 


were low, and nobody ever heard of |’ 


unemployment except in the few 
larger -cities. .To-day industry is 
pretty well concentrated in the cities, 
and when a slump comes the work- 
ers are so far removed from the 


countryside that they are helpless to]. 


care for themselves, 

One wonders whether the concen- 
tration of industry has been the best 
thing for Canada. Perhaps Henry 
Ford is tight. Perhaps the factories 
ought to be divided up and taken:to 
the smaller towns where the worker 
is close to the countryside and can 
produce most of his own living when 
factories are idle——Lethbridge Her- 
ald. 


A Clever Chief Justice 


Lord Hewart Conducted Complicated 
Case With Little Preparation 

The hope expressed by Lord He- 
wart .on his 68th birthday that he 
looked forward to another 20 years’ 
work will be echoed by a wide circle 
of friends, both in the legal profes- 
sion and among the general public. 

Few men have worked harder, and 
few lawyers have risen more rapidly. 
In his ‘parliamentary days he thought 
nothing of working 14 hours a day, 
and it was largely due to his fine 
constitution and powers of concen- 
tration that he became Lord Chief 
Justice. within 20 years of taking his 
call, ;

New Pipe Line 
To Be Built From Turner Valley Oil 
, Field To Calgary ; 

Construétion of a sfx-inch_pipeline 
from the. Turner Valley oil field to 
Calgary, a distance of 45 miles, will 
be started immediately by the, Royal- 
ite Oil Company, a subsidiary of Im- 
perial Oil, it was learned. 

W. S. Campbell,-président of the 
Alberta Petroleum Producers’ As- 
sociation, advised officials of the as- 
sociation by telegram from Ottawa 
of Royalite’s decision to construct 
the new line. a 

The pipeline, it was reported, 
would increase facilities. for trans- 
porting crude oil from the field to 
Calgary to 24,000 barrels daily. The 
total potential of the 35 producing 
wells in Turner Valley is estimated 
at 26,000 barrels daily. 

The present pipeline, a four-inch 
one, also operated by Royalite, has a 
daily capacity of 13,000 barrels. 

Mr. Campbell also advised associa- 
tion officials the Royalite company 
had agreed to transport through its 
pipelines the oil produced by all com- 
panies, but that only the amount of 
oil allowed under the 42 per cent. 
pro-ration schedule will be handled.

Dleven years ago platinum was 
discovered at Goodnews Bay, off 
Bering Sea, by Charles Thorsen, a 
“sourdough” prospector. The work- 
ing of deposits along certain streams 
by modern dragline excavators com- 
menced in 1934, and by last summe' 
operations had so increased as to 
merit, the description of a rush, A’ 
bucket dredge was installed and is 
now in operation, . Over 5,600 ounces 
of. platinum, valued at nearly $242,- 
000, were produced last year by the 
new district, and indications are that 
this year production. will be even 
largér. Annual, world production 
rarely exceeds 300,000 ounces. 
Dr. J. B. Mertie Jr., of the Geo- 


logical Survey, found that’ the prob-| 


able source of the Alaskan platinum 
is an elongated ridge. seven miles by 
two, called Red’ Mountain. The 
platinum placers lie in an area which 
was not in the path of large Ice Age 
glaciers advancing from the moun: 


Bay, and the deposits thus escaped 


A new note in Science says that 
the deposits resemble 
the rich placers of the Ural Moun- 
tains. Like the Russian deposits, the 
source rock contains ‘insufficient 
platinum for profitable working, but 
the stream .beds, where platinum 
freed from the sourcé rock through 
millions of years of erosion has col- 
lected, can be dredged for the metal 
profitably..

drunk-driving, were some of the 
provisions of a bill sponsored by the 
veteran Toronto member. 

Hon. Ernest Lapointe, minister. of 
justice, moved adjournment of the 


‘debate on the bill to give him time| 


to study its terms before ‘presenting 
@ government measure. He said the 
government bill would incorporate 
many changes in the criminal code, 
some of them dealing With automo- 
bile traffic. Meanwhile, the justice 
department would give carefyl con- 


sideration to the terms of the Church] 


bill, Mr. Lapointe sdid. He pointed 
to administrative difficulties because 
of provincial traffic laws which 
might conflict with federal -legisla-

A. revised Customs Act based. on 
recommendations of a five-man de- 
partmental committee will be intro- 
duced in parliament next session, it 
was announced in the House of Com- 
mons by Hon, J..L, Ilsley, revenue 
minister.

Since last May, a committee of 
Chairman George Sedgewick, of the 
tariff board; Norman Robertson, de- 
partment of external affairs; Hector 
McKinnon; commissioner of. tariffs;

They will circulate their recom- 
mendations to other departments in- 
‘terested ir customs administration 
before reporting to the minister.

IN THE WEST IS _ 
BEING CULTIVATED 


Ottawa. — Approximately 80. per 
cent. of the “so-called good agricul- 
tural land’ of western Canada is now 
under cultivation, with . Saskatche- 
wan already approaching the satura- 
tion point, Dr. E. 8. Archibald, direc- 
tor of experimental farms, Dominion 
agriculture department, stated - be- 
fore the Rowell commission. 

There was “no very accurate” 
statistical data available on the 
point except from the .municipalities 
themselves but it was estimated that 
55,000,000 acres were under cultiva- 
tion in the three prairie provinces, 
said Dr. Archibald. 


Chairman N. W. Rowell raised the 
question by asking officials of: the 
agriculture department their opinion 
of a statement by Hon. J. G. Tag- 
gart, Saskatchewan agriculture min- 
ister, that practically all the good 
arable land in that province had been 
put under cultivation. 


‘I think our each. would 
subscribe to that view, although, as 
Dr. Archibald has pointed out, there 
is no actual data on the subject,” ” Dr. 
H. Barton, deputy minister of agri- 
culture, said. ' 


Dr. Barton said the department 
would not take as Yefinite a view 
regarding Manitoba. His personal 
view regarding Alberta, after visit- 
ing the “Peace. River’ country last 
summer, was that there were still 
“substantial areas suitable for farm- 
ing and settling.”

Ottawa.—This is not the time for 
Canada to run the risk of offending 
Oriental pride and dignity by pass- 


jing an exclusion law against the 


Japanese, Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King warned the House of Com- 
mons. ; 

The prime minister made his state- 
ment ‘before adjourning debate—a 
parliamentary ' manoeuvre tanta- 
mount to ending discussion. for the 
session—on a bill sponsored by A. W. 
Neill (Ind., Comox-Alberni), which 
would have amounted to an immigra- 
tion exclusion against the Japanese, 
placing them on a parity with tho 
Chinese, : 

The prime minister egiees with 
the British Columbia members who 
supported the Neill bill that a seri- 
ous situation existed in the Pacific 
coast province because of Japanese 
immigration with consequent unfair 
competition against white. Canadians 
resulting” from conficting standards 
of living. 

At the same time, Mr. Mackenzio 
King noted that immigration from 
Japan under the present gentleman’s 
agreement with that country was 
limited to 150 Japanese a year and 
had averaged 81 in the past five 
years.

If that 
happened in 1924, when. world condi- 
tions were comparatively peaceful, he 
asked what might be expected to- 
day, considering the Sino-Japanese 
conflict and the fact a section of the 
Japanese at home were active in 
fomenting discontent against the 
British empire.
